“We are concerned about what increasingly appears to be political pressure from within the U.S. 
federal government to change a weather forecast from the National Weather Service related to 
Hurricane Dorian, which directly impacts the public. Meteorologists at the NWS work tirelessly 
to provide data-based information to the public in support of the NOAA mission, which reads in 
part: “To understand and predict changes in climate, weather, oceans, and coasts, to share that 
knowledge and information with others.’ The NWS Birmingham office was simply doing its job 
in communicating a sound weather forecast based on the best available scientific data forecasted 
at that time. They should be celebrated for communicating accurate information so important to 
the public, not asked to change a weather forecast in reaction to any political pressure. The misuse 
of science is a great disservice to the American people.”
